Harrisburg, July 26.—The house 
last night by a vote of 133 to 52 took 
its first favorable action on any 
m easure suggesting an increase in 
taxation when it adopted the Sowers 
resolution providing for a committee 
of nine to draft an income tax bill in 
cooperation w ith the legislative ref­ 
erence bureau. 
This bill, as proposed by Repre­ 
sentative 
Sowers, 
Philadelphia, 
would provide for a flat tax of I per 
cent upon all fcitizens of Pennsylva­ 
nia, a provision th a t would come 
within the state constitution. There 
are no exem ptions, except th a t the 
Sowers suggestion is th a t a $25 al­ 
lowance be m ade for prom pt filing 
of reports for all persons receiving 
under $2500 income a year and that 
$10 additional be allowed for all per­ 
sons filing reports if they receive less 
than $3500 a year. 
This allowance 
would fill the purpose of an exemp­ 
tion for all receiving less th an $3500 
a year. 
The resolution was adopted after 
more th an an nour and a half gen­ 
eral debate on it and another resolu­ 
tion, one offered by Representative 
Byer, Philadelphia, providing for a 
conference

olution was defeated by a vote of 80 
ayes and 87 nays.
